Tho conditions for raising chickens 


after hatching from an incubator are: 
All the out of door room they want, 
good housing, pure spring water, with 
ground sown to wheat, rye, buckwheat, 
peas, etc., for them to scratch in and 
feed open.

hundreds of ducks are raised, the prin- 
cipal food for dnoks is cooked turnips, 
with asmall proportion of ground grain.

Another 
belt of white marblo extends along the 
ilanks of tho Allogbnuies, through a 
part of Jdammohnbetts, through Now 
York and Maryland and into Virginia 
beyond the Potomao river. It is quarried 
nt various places in Wustoboster coun- 
ty, N. Y., and »t Baltimore.

an independent power, with a roversinj;

a slip pulley on the shaft or gudgeon of 
tho churning, as por large cut. This 
pulley engages and operates tho pulloys 
ou tho workers. Tho shafting to impart 
tbia reversing motion by means of fric- 
tion pulleys may bo plaeod overhead or 
in any part of tho building.

OENERAL COOK^ DEAD, 


Ha "Was Iileutlfloil M'Jth tho Avinr For 


Over S»v«nty Years. 


DETIIOJT, March 21. — General Phillip 


St. George Cooke died at his homo in 
this city at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. General Cooks was & native of 
Virginia, and was 85 years of a^e. His 
career bos been identified witji the army 
since his admission to West Point, when 
only 14 years of age, but he was also a 
member of tho bar of Virginia, and had 
written several intereitinjj works, among 
whieh are a volume on cavalry tactics, 
"Scenes and Adventures in the Army" 
and "New Aloxtco and California." 
| {General Cooke bod seen service in 
every field -.vliero American valor has 
been displayed for 57 years. In the 
Black H<x\vk war ho was a lending of- 
ficer. He was in high command m tho 
conquest of California and New Mexico. 
He dispersed the Lipana in. 1833 ai-d 
later led a raid ngainst the Apaches 
He was commander of the department 
of Utah when the rebellion broke ont in 
thit land. Upon the breaking ont of 
the rebellion, unlike most southern of- 
ficers, including his own sou, General 
John K. Cooire, and his famous son-in- 
law. General J. E. B. Stuart, ho cast his 
sword in the balance for the Union. 


He beoaino commander of the cavalry 


reserve of the Army of the Potomac, 
and participated in nil tho important 
events of tiie peninsular campaign at 
Game's Mill directly opposing his sou- 
iii-law, Gen&i-J Stuart. He afterward 
superintended tho recruiting service, 
and m 18Bi! took command of tho de- 
partment of the Plfttte. Ho was breveted 
major peuiirut for his splendid services 
in the war \vhilo in command of the 
division of the lakes at Detroit.

1S7-1 ho was retired, after 40 years of 
continuous .yn'vice, with the rank of 
bngadii r general. He had lived m De- 
troit cv-T since.

A NOTABLE NAVAL BATTLt. 


OOto Jfb" W« v** Awnpted. 


In the many oontroTenies that have 


•ri»n M to the relative merit* of the 


av»l ooonrrenoea between the Amer- 
__. and Bngliih niviei ia the war of 
813 110 argument has beeu urged with 
iore peMi»teuoy by onr tran«atl«ntio 
ouaini than tbat the Yankee ships oar- 
led a greater number of guns and 
wavier shot A naval action took place 
Feb. 80, 1816, however, in which, even 


y British authorities, it U admitted 
bat the Americana wore inferior in 
amber of gnus and aggregate shot 


•weight. It waa the action between the 
rigate Constitution and the British 
crniaersCyaue and Levant, fought some 


80 miles northeast of the island of 
fadelra. The Constitution, commanded 
IT Captain Cbarlea Stewart, carried 51 
gnna, having a total aliot weight of 644 
tonnda to the broadside after allowing 
or underweight in American shot, 
while the two British ships mounted 66 
;aua with 754 ponuda of metal to a 
irondtido. 


The buttle waa fought by moonlight, 


beginning at 6:06 p. m. and ending 
with tho capture of both British shipa 
>y 10 p. m. St«wart began the battle by 
wldly attacking the Cyane and Levant 
ngethsr, and never was American gun- 
nery shown to bettef advantage. Brond- 
lido after broadside was hurled into the 
opposing vessots with astonishing ra- 
jidity and aocnracy, aurt before tho on- 
;agemant had lasted half an hour the 
3onatitution hnel eeoured a position be- 
tween the two Englishmen and was fir- 
ing from both batteries at the same 
time. At (1:50 p. m. the Cyane snrren 
dered, nnd after taking possession of 
her Captain Stewart made soil after the 
Levant, which, in the smoke of battle, 
had become separated from her consort 
and waa somo distance westward. By 
10-p. m. this ve.ssel hail bemi overtaken 
by tho swift sailing Constitution and 
compelled tosmreuder. 


In this remarkable action the Ameri- 


cans sustained a Iras of only 4 lulled 
and 10 wounded, wliilo the English had 
65 killed nnd 43 wonndod. 
Atter tlio 


battle waa over the two English com- 
manders, while aboard tho Constitu- 
tion, got into a dispute as to the result, 
each charging the other with the respon- 
sibility of the defeat and claiming that 
If such and snah a manenver had been 
made the American would have been 
captured. 
Captain Stow;irt, who over- 


heard the duionsjiau, finally eaid: 


'•Onutloniou, there is no oso in get- 


ting warm about it. It would have been 
all tho same -whatever you might have 
done. If you rlonbt that, I will pnt you 
all on board again, and you con try it 
over."

FARM MORTGAGES. 


The TInrb Adui'inte uid Comp 


Report »:ver Miule on the S 
We begin at last really to know some- 


thing a)out farm mortgagee and the 
burdening of American homes with 
dubt. Census bulletin So. 98 gives the 
first adequate and comprehensive report 
ever rjado on tae subject, and that re-, 
port refutes statements tbat have been 
made and accepted. Here are the faeta 
as gleaned from the bulletin alluded to 
by the New York World: 


There are about 4,750,000 farm fam- 


ilies in tha country. Only about 000,000 
of tbem have any mortgages at all. And 
theae mortgages, as clearly appears, 
represent for the moat part energy and 
thrift 
rather than 
impoverishment 


They aro mortgages given for deferred 
payments in purchasing land or for cap- 
ital borrowed to enlarge operations. 
Lesa than 3 per cent of all the mortgages 
represent borrowing for expenses or be- 
cause of poverty. Tha rest repreaent 
profitable business enterprise. 


This mortgage indebtedness lies al- 


most wholly north of the Potrimao and 
Ohio line. New York farms ara mort- 
gaged for $138,9(iO, 903. Those of Iowa 
carry a burden of a little more than 
$100,000,000; thosa of Illinois, a trifle 
less. In Pennsylvania and Kansas tho 
figures fall to about $73,000,000, in 
Ohio to $70,000,000, in Michigan to 
$61,000,000, in Wisconsin to $65,000,- 
000, 
in Missouri to $58,000,000, in Ne- 


braska to $47,000,000, in California to 
$40,000,000, in Indiana about the same, 
in Minnesota to $37,000,000, in New 
Jersey to $25,000,000, South Dakota 
$15,000,000 and Vermont and Massa- 
chusetts $11,000,000 each. 


Among the southern states West Vir- 


ginia heads the litt with $5,000,000 
mortgage debt. Virginia, thetwoCaro- 
linas and Louisiana owe between $3,- 
000,000 and $4,000,000 each, Mississippi 
loss than $3,000,000, Arkansas about 
$2,000,000, Alabama and Georgia less 
than 182,000,000 and Florida leas than 
$1,000,000.

Copying Without a Prets. 


A very simple apparatus for copy- 


ng a leUer without aeciew-press has 
ieen brought cut.

wooden roller, a couple of inches 
onger than the width of the paper it 
s to be used for, aod two sheet* of 
hick, strong brown paper or tracing 
Join.
